To the Citizens of Hampstead :—In accordance with the laws 
of the State your Committee respectfully submits the following 
report of the schools committed to his charge :—

On accepting his appointment your committee determined 
to be faithful to the trust committed to him, regardless of the 
consequences tohimself or to others. The examination of 
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teachers was made one in fact and not in name only: some of 
them were a little surprised at this, but all gracefully submitted 
and passed a creditable examination. Some ideaof the amount 
and character of their work, can be gained by reference to the 
statistical table which forms a part of this report. 

The resw/t of their labors can be seen only in the pupils _ 
themselves. 

We deem it neither wise nor kind to compare one teacher 
with another, or to set up one at the expense of others. ‘This 
making and unmaking of teachers is no part of the committee’s 
business. ‘Therefore we refrain from making any comparisons, 
and simply remark that all our teachers are worthy of praise in 
that they entered upon their duties with a hearty good-will and 
gave dilligent attention to the work before them. With such a 
difference in temperament and methods of work it could not 
be expected that all would succeed equally well; but that each 
has been faithful and conscientious we have no reason to doubt. 
We have noticed however that those teachers usually succeed 
best who have considerable snap and energy, combined with a 
little love and a good deal of common sense. ‘There has been 
a steady improvement in discipline and reasonable progress in 
studies. ; . 

The-amendment to the law relating to text-books which pro- 
vides for the teaching in our schools of ‘Physiology and Hy- 
giene with special reference to the effects of alcoholic drinks 
and narcoties upon the human system” was ignored in some of 
our schools. Your committee was surprised aqd pained at this 
apparent indifference and immediately insisted upon a strict 
enforcement of the_law, with beneficial results. If this law is 
properly observed it will surely prove a great blessing to our 
young people, in that it will forewarn and forearm them against 
the terrible curse of intemperance. 

By the kindness qf The Writer’s Publishing Company of New 
York, each school has been furnished with an engraving of the - 
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If these pictures were framed and hung up in the school-rooms 
they would help the teachers in giving an occasional object les- 
son to the older scholars on the principles of liberty and the 
friendly relations existing between this country and France. 

We observe the usual custom in regard to publishing the Roll 
of Honor, and’give it as made out by the teachers. It should 
be borne in mind however that it does not indicate the most 
faithful attendance. It simply shows who has been present each 
day in time to answer to their names, but does not indicate 
how many of them have been dismissed immediately after ; 
thereby spending less time in school than others whose nares 
are not published. While we would in every possible way en- 
courage prompt and regular attendance, we doubt the wisdom 
and justice of publishing a Roll of Honor according to the 
present plan. | 

The High School does not properly come under the jurisdic- 
tion of the Superintending School Committee as it is governed 
wholly by a Board of Trustees. But when your committee hap- 
pens to be a member of that board he may be pardoned if he 
makes a brief reference to the school for the benefit of those 
interested.

During the year the Trustees have taken great pains to re- 
vise the course of study, and finally adopted the following as 
being in their judgment the most practical and useful course 
for a school like ours. 
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COURSE OF STUDIES. 
FIRST YEAR. 


First Term—Algebra, English Grammar, Physiology. 

Second Term—Algebra, Grammar Analysis, Physical Geog- 
raphy. 

Third Term—Algebra, Rhetoric, Physical Geography. 


SECOND YEAR. 


First Term—Geometry, Civil Government, Natural Philoso- 
phy. 

Second Term—Geometry, Outlines of History, Natural Phil- 
osophy. 

‘Third Term—Book Keeping*, Outlines of History, Compo- 
sition. 
*Single Entry only. 


THIRD YEAR. 


First Term—Trigonometry or Arithmetic reviewed, English 
History, Geology. ‘ 

Second Term—Trigonometry or Algebra reviewed, English 
Literature, Geology. 

Third Term—Surveying or Geometry reviewed, English Lit- 
erature, Astronomy. 

Reading and Spelling exercises at least twice a week. 

The first two years shall constitute a business course, and a 
certificate will be granted to any pupil desiring to graduate at 
its completion. 

To those completing the full course a diploma will be grant- 
ed. 
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PREPARATORY STUDIES. 


Before entering upon the above course the pupils must be 
able to pass an examination in Geography, History of the Uni- 
ted States, the elements of English Grammar, and the whole of 
Greenleaf’s Common School Arithmetic (or its equivalent) ex- 
cept Allegation, Progression, Annuities and Permutations. 

The above preparatory studies may be taken in the school 
by the pupils who are not prepared to enter upon the regular 
course. All applicants for admission to the school must have a ’ 
good moral character and be able to pass an examination in the 
rudiments of English Grammar, Geography and Greenleaf’s 
Common School Arithmetic. If more applicants pass the ex- 
amination than there are vacant seats, the trustees will give the 
preference to those who pass the best examination. 


Our schools hold to-day as dear a place in the hearts of the 
people as ever before. 

The education of children is still of paramount importance, 
and always will be. Differences of opinion may exist as to the 
best plan to be pursued for the thorough and general culture of 
those connected with our schools, but that a large majority of 
our citizens desire anything short of the best methods and the 
best work, it is not our province to question. We commend to 
the friends of education the Act passed at the last session of the 
Legislature in amendment of Chapter 86 of the General Laws, 
which provides for the adoption of the town system of schools. 

There are strange misapprehensions and misgivings in regard 
to the law, especially on the part of those who have never seen 
it, and as there are many such, your committee deems it wise 
to append the law to this report so that all may be able tosee 
and judge for themselves of its letter and spirit. 
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The time has gone by for arguments on the merits or demer- 
its of the law: It is no longer a matter proposed for discussion, 
but a matter submitted for action. The question now turns 
upon its faithful and practical application for the next five years, 
at the end of that time we shall all be better able to judge 
whether it is a wise or unwise law, and can govern ourselves ac- 
cordingly. In the meantime let every true hearted law-abiding 
citizen see to it that the law is faithfully enforced in a spirit of 
fairness and justice to all parties.

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STATISTICAL TABLE OF SCHOOLS. 
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AN ACT. 


In amendment of Chapter Eighty-six of the General Laws, 
relating to Schools, and to establish the Town System of 
Schools. 

' Secr. 1. The division of towns into school districts here- 

tofore existing is hereby abolished, and, each town shall here- 

after constitute a single district for school purposes ; provided, 
however, that districts organized under special acts of the 
legislature may retain their present organization. 

SecT. 2. Each town shall forthwith take possession of all 
the school-houses, lands, apparatus, and other property owned 
and used for school purposes by the said districts hereby 
abolished, which said districts might lawfully sell or convey. 
The property. so taken shall be appraised by the assessors of 
the town, and at the next annual assessment a tax shall be 
levied upon the whole town equal to the amount of the whole 
appraisal, and there shall be remitted to the tax-payers of each 
district the said appraised value of its property so taken. In 
the case of aunion district, the fractional parts of which be- 
long to different towns, the selectmen of such towns shall, act- 
ing together, appraise the school property of such union dis- 
trict abolished under the provisions of this act, and shall make 
an equitable apportionment of the property and debts of such 
district, and find the balance equitably due from either of said 
towns to any of said towns, and order such balance to be paid 
within a time to be by them limited ; and whenever such select- 
men shall fail to agree upon the apportionment of the property 
and debts of such union district, they shall choose a referee, 
whose decision shall be final. | 
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Sect. 3. The records of the distriag§ hereby abolished shall 
be preserved by the town, and returned to the several districts 
whenever the town shall vote to return to the district system, 
under the provisions of section eight of this act. 

Sect. 4. The duties heretofore devolving upon superintend- 
ing and prudential committees shall hereafter be performed by 
a school board of three persons in each town, to be chosen by 
ballot at the annual school-meeting, and to hold office for 
three years ; provided, however, that at the first election under 
this act, one person shall be chosen for three years, one person 
for two years, and one person for one year, and thereafter one 
person shall be chosen each year; and said board shall have 
power at any time to fill its own vacancies until the next annual 
meeting of the district. 

Sect. 5. ‘The first meeting of such district so composed of 
the whole town by virtue of this act, shall be called by the se- 
lectmen of such town, and the clerk of such town shall act as 
the clerk of such district until the clerk of such district is 
chosen and qualified. . 

Sect. 6. ‘The said school board of each town shall provide 
schools within the limits of said town, at such places and times 
_ as, in their judgment, shall best ssubserve the interests of educa- 
tion, and as shall give all the scholars of the town as_ nearly 
equal advantages as may be practicable ; and said school board 
may use a portion of the school money, not ‘exceeding twenty- 
five per cent thereof, for the purpose of conveying scholars to 
-and from such schools. 

SEcT. 7. The provisions of this act shall not be applied to 
school districts holding funds for school purposes, in such nian- 
ner as to prevent said districts from retaining and enjoying the 
benefit of said funds. | | 

Sect. 8. Any town after five years from the time this act 
goes into effect, may, by a majority vote of all the voters of the 
district, re-establish the district system in such town, and shall 
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thereafter be subject =. same laws as are now in force in 
this state in relation to school districts. 

Sect. 9. The provisions of the General Laws heretofore 
enacted in relation to school districts and schools shall be in 
force as far as the same are consistent with this act; and all 
acts and parts of acts inconsistent with the provisions of this 
act are hereby repealed, and this act shall take effect and be in 
force after March one, eighteen hundred and eighty-six.

10. ‘To see what action the town will take in relation to pur- 
chasing a road machine. 

11. To hear the reports of Auditors and Superintending 
School Committee and act thereon.
